Scorch Earth in Italy Retreat 


Russians Sweep Through Crumbling German Defences 


Thousands of Nazis Being Encircled in Dnieper Bend

Dnepropetrovsk area. 

(The Berlin radio admitted that 
the Russians had scored a major 
break-through “with heaviest 
forces” in the Onepropetrovsk- 
Kremenchug sector and said the 
Germans had thrown all available 
reserves into a “terrific” battle 
which the Nazis expected to 
mount in scope and intensity.) 
Below the Dnieper bend the Ger- 
mans continued to pour reinforce- 
ments into Melitopol to delay iis 
fall as long as possible in order to 
complete the evacuation of 250,000 

wounded soldiers convalescing in 
the Crimea, Soviet front dispatches 
said. 


BREAKS ESCAPE ROUTE 

The Russian capture yesterday of 
Pytikhatka, key railroad Junction 
west of Dnepropetrovsk, ruptured 
the main escape route of the Ger- 
mans from the nose of the Dnieper 
bulge. ’ 

At Pyatikhatka the Red army 
controlled the biggest German 
clearing point for supplies to the 
middie Dnieper section and held 
a springboard for a 35-mile plunge 
southwestward to the great Metal- 
lurgical centre of Krivoi Rog. 

Front reports said the German 
fortifications were falling apart 
throughout the Dnieper Bend area 
as the Russians pressed the swift 
development of their big gap in the 
river line southeast of Kremen- 
chug. 

Other Soviet forces hammering at 
the gateway to the Crimea drove 
the Germans from 13 more city 
blocks in Melitopol in bitter fight- 
ing at close quarters, 


100 TOWNS TAKEN 

More than 100 other towns and 
villages also were overrun in the 
fast-breaking Soviet drive cutting 
across the Dnieper elbow toward 
the Black Sea, flanking and threat- 
ening with entrapment hundreds of 
thousands of Germans in the south- 
ern Ukraine and Crimea.

$126,587,150 Victory Bonds Sold in Two Days 


Edmonton, District Sailors Aid | in Gallant Rescue 


OTTAWA, Oct. 20. oy) 
—Subscriptions yesterday to 
the $1,200,000, 000 Fifth Vic- 
tory Loan totalled $58,857,- 
700, raising to $126,587,150 
the value of bonds sold in the 
first two days of the three- 
week campaign, national loan 
headquarters announced to- 
day. 

The cumulative total is $8,341,- 
900 higher than the corresponding 
figure for the first two days of the 
Fourth Victory Loan last spring 
when the objective was $1,100,000,- 

“The Fifth loan thus has yielded 
in the first two days an average of 
$63,293,575, against a required daily 
average of $66,666,666,” said head 
“Tuesday's total was $4,- 
000,000 higher than the correspond- 
ing day of the previous loan which 
yielded $54,949,500.” 

NAVY GOING STRONG 

“An increasing volume of signals 
from Royal Canadian Navy ships 
and shore establishments . showed 
them to be in close rivalry with 
army and air force units,” said loan 
headquarters. “Among the most lib- 
eral investors are sailors at sea and 
one destroyer flew both “quota” and 
“Cock-of-the-walk” pennants, signi- 
fying she had passed her quota and 
was leading destroyer for the day. 
Her subscriptions totalled $10,700. 

At an eastern port “Captain D” 
reported his destroyers and other 
ships had a two-day total of more 
than $100,000. The leading cor-

Peter Marak, whose 30-year rec-* 
ord was reviewed by Magistrate A, 
I. Millar, K.C., in police court 
Wednesday, pleaded guilty to two 
charges of theft, and was sentenced 
to one year on one count, six months 
on the second, with terms to run 
concurrently.

Air Power

The Battle of Salerno, which Prime Minister Churchill 
has described as ‘‘the most daring amphibious operation we 
have yet launched or which has ever been launched on sim- 
ilar scale,” deserves closer analysis from the aerial vantage 


itself crucial, but the things it 


demonstrated about war-making in the air-power epoch are 


highly significant. ” 


The information available is ra- 
ther fragmentary, the most explicit | 
account having come from Mr 
Churchill himself, in his Commons | 
report on Sept. 21. But there is | 
enough to enable us to reconstruct | 
the larger pattern of the air phase. | 

To begin with, it is clear that 
what made the prey si 
operation so “dar- 
ing,” so “full of 
hazards,” was the 
fact that the land- 
ing on the Saler- 
no shores was 
made at the very 
outside rim of our 
umbrella of land- 
based air protec- 
tion. Our land 
planes could just 
about reach the 


deSeversky 
area, but with gasoline so depleted 


that they must immediately start 
for home again, As the Prime Min- 
ister summed it up: 

“From the Gulf of Salerno we 
were at the extreme range of shore- 
based aircraft flying from Palermo 
and other conquered Sicilian fields. 
Until we gained refuelling stations 
and landing places our single- 
engine fighter squadrons had but a 
quarter hour's activity over the 
battlefield area.” 

In other words, we undertook a 
vital surface action beyond the 
range of supporting land-based 
aviation, This was done despite 
the sad lesson in Tunisia, when 
American forces suffered serious 
losses and setbacks becaus they 
had ventured beyond effective 
aerial cover, Both engagements 
showed clearly again that air con- 
trol over the entire area of a bat- 
tle is indispensable to victory—a 
principle not yet as deeply en- 
graved on the minds of some 
ground generals as it should be. 


GREAT BRILLIANCE 


But while Salerno showed up our 
serious handicap by reason of in- 
sufficient range in fighter planes, 
it also at the grgat bril- 
liance of the Allied air chiefs, From 
the available information we are | 
able to piece together a picture of 
quick thinking and ingenious im- | 
provisation that will make one of | 
the most exciting pages in the his- 
tory of this war. 

The picture is not easy to con- 
vey without diagrams. In essence 

it amounted to this: The effective 
range of the fighter-bomber 
planes was nearly doubled by a 
unique and successful employ- 
ment of carrier-based aviation. 
The shore-based aviation was 
used primarily to provide an im- 


pregnable air cover for the car- 
riers, and the carrier-based planes 
were in that way released to pro- 
vide a cover for the transports, 
warships and ground forces at 
Salerno. 


Seafires, an adaptation of the 
Spitfire for operation from carriers 
were massed on “floating bases” at 
an intermediary point between 
Sicily and Salerno. Without air 
protection out of Sicily they would 
have been quite unable to help the 
landings or protect the naval units 
in the Gulf of Salerno, They would 
then, as Mr. Churchill put it, have 
been “deprived ... of the support 
of shore-based aircraft and they 
would have thus become the sole 
object of the enemy’s attack, thus 
absorbing their own air power for 
their own defense instead of help- 
ing the troops on the beaches.” 


UNDER UMBRELLA 


Had it not been for land-based 
aviation working out of Sicily, that 
is to say, the carriers would have 
been obliged to use their entire 
complement of aircraft to keep 
from being sunk themselves, leav- 
ing the battleships and the landing 
contingents at the mercy of the 
German Luftwaffe. As it was, the 
“floating base” remained safely 
under an umbrella of land-based 
fighters; enabling the Seafires in 
turn to open up an umbrella of air 
protection oyer the Salerno the- 
atre. 

Indirectly the improvisation 
underlined once more the new doc- 
trine that navies cannot today ap- 
proach enemy shores that are ade- 
quately shielded by the enemy's 
land-based air power. Superficially 
it might look as if this doctrine has 
been disproven—at Salerno, battle- 
ships did provide artillery support 
to the landing forces under cover 
of carrier-borne planes, But closer 
analysis shows that this could hap- 
pen only because the carriers en- 
joyed the support of land-based 
aviation. That was the telltale con- 
dition that guaranteed the survival 


lof the carriers, normally exceed- 


ingly vulnerable. 


BECAME COMPLICATED 
Because air power, in addition to 
supporting ground troops at Salerno 
had to protect the battleships, the 
play became exceedingly compli- 
cated, Land-based planes from 
Sicily had to support the carriers. 
Carrier planes had to support the 
battleships, so that the battleships 
could support the landing forces. 
The improvisation speaks well for 
the skill and presence of mind of 
Allied air commanders. It attests 
the military talents of Air Marshal

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The Canada Medal 


In accord with the decision of parlia- 
ment that a distinctly Canadian decoration 
for merit should be instituted, the Canada 
medal has been designed and has been ap- 
proved by the King. The medals are being 
made at the Dominion mint, and a list of 
those to whom the first awards will be 
made is in preparation. 

The decoration is to be won by ‘meri- 
torious service above and beyond the faith- 
ful performance of duties”. It is not an ex- 
clusively military badge, and may be gained 
by people of any class, in uniform or in 
civilian life. Gallantry in action or risk of 
life are not essential conditions to the 
award, the purpose being to publicly recog- 
nize exceptional service of whatever kind 
and in any field of activity. 

The stipulation that the service must 
be “above and beyond the faithful perform- 
ance of duties” sets a high mark of quali- 
fication, and this is as it should be, The 
distribution of the medals, it is to be sup- 
posed and hoped, will be kept strictly on 
that basis. Most Canadians are faithfully 
performing their duties in these strenuous 
times, and the decoration would cease to be 
significant if bestowed for anything less 
than service of an outstanding character.

White Bread 


White bread is now on sale in Naples. 
That doesn’t sound strange in Edmonton, 
but Naples is different. People there have 
not seen white bread for three years; not 
since Mussolini started out to make them 
all happy and prosperous by robbing 
France and smashing up the British Em- 
pire. Probably it is never eaten as com- 
monly there as it is in this city, though 
Italy has in some years produced as much 
wheat as western Canada did in the dry 
seasons of the last decade. Because of the 
dense population the country is not self- 
sustaining in respect to this kind of grain. 

But under war-rationing, which has 
been applied with extreme severity in 
Italy, bread of any kind has not been avail- 
able in more than a fraction of the usual 
requirements, while bread substitutes have 
also been scarce. To make, sell or eat 
white bread was a Jail-offence. 

The white bread now procurable by 
Neapolitans is made from flour supplied 
by the Aliles of course—and as a matter of 
course. It is a symbol of the food improve- 
ment already taking place in parts of Italy 
occupied by Allied troops, an improvement 
which will contniue as relief is organized, 
productive industry revives, and commerce 
begins to move again into and out of Italian 
ports. 

A symbol also of the demand for Cana- 
dian wheat that is bound to develop as the 
Allies advance into Hitler's satellite states 
and his “new order” of starvation gives 
way to the older and better order of three 
meals a day.

What Reaction? 


It is sheer guesswork how far Hitler's 
satellite and subject states will be influ- 
enced by the transition of Italy from a 
partner with Nazi Germany to its enemy. 
But the direction of the influence is not 
open to doubt. Italy fell without the 
Fuehrer making any major attempt to save 
it. And when it nad to surrender his troops 
there began a campaign of murder and pil- 
lage comparable to that they staged in 
countries they had occupied by force of 
arms. 

The moral for Hungary, Rumania and 
Bulgaria should be plain. They were taken 
into the Hitler empire for what could be 
extracted from them in military strength 
and economic support—not in order that 
they should be protected by German 
troops. Hungary and Rumania have buried 
the pick of their manhood in Russia; Bul- 
garia has played a mistrustful game, and 
kept its armies near home. 

From what has happened in Italy the 
people of these three countries know that 
should they also be forced to stop fighting 
they need expect less than mercy from the 
Nazi forces which have been planted 
among them. If example means anything 
they will be plundered by these occupation 
forces when they can no longer fight, and 
massacred if they resist the plundering. 

What the satellite peoples will do about 
it is for the future. But what they think 
about the Fuehrer’s treatment of his Ital- 
jan helpers is hardly open to doubt. It is not 
a spectacle to kindle their esteem for him, 
which has been showing signs of a slump 
in recent months,

At Moscow 


The conference now under way at Mos- 
cow is preparatory. The foreign ministers 
of: Russia, United States and Britain are 
talking over the war situation and related 
subjects, They will, it is expected, clear the 
agenda of all but questions of major im- 
portance, leaving these for discussion when 
Mr. Stalin, Mr. Roosevelt and Mr, Churchill! 
get together. 

It does not follow that the present 
meeting is of little concern, On the con- 
trary it is important to the point of being 
fateful. The suggestion is made that should 
the preliminary talks break down or dis- 
close irreconcilable differences, the pro- 
posed conference of the three chiefs may 
not take place at all. Hitler is of course 
hoping that this may happen. 

These conferences were necessary be- 


cause Russia and its western Allies are in 
mpny respects strangers to each other, and 
have been suspecis. Russia never trusted 
the Democracies and the Democracics 
never trusted Russia. They were brought 
into alliance by the need to unite their 
forces to defeat a common enemy. 

This war association was regularized 
when Stalin endorsed the Atlantic Charter 
and dissolved the Comintern, But it has 
not developed into full partnership for lack 
of understanding as to precisely how far 
the postwar aims of Russia coincide with 
those of Britain and the United States. 
There is not in fact complete agreement as 
to what the three chiefs are to talk about 
when they meet Stalin wants to discuss 
how to win the war; the others would like 
to know also what is to happen when it has 
been won. 

There will be plenty of plain speaking al 
both gatherings. It is to be hoped that it 
will be done in an atmosphere of cordiality 
and in tactful language.

It is good news therefore that Premier 
Stalin has invited King Peter to go to Mos- 
cow ahd discuss relations between his 
country and the Soviets. Nobody but Rom- 
mel is benefitting from the wordy war be- 
tween the opposing generals.

Professor W. Rothney, of Sir 
George Williams College in Mont- 
real, set off a train of thought 
when he remarked, at the annual 
convention of the Protestant Teach- 
ers’ Association of Quebec, that it 
would be a good thing if teachers 
of history in Canada would read 
the French-Cana- 
dian version of 
Canadian history 
which is taught 
in French - Cana- 
dian schools. 

Now I am not 
acquainted with 
the version of 
Canadian history 
that is taught in 
French- Canadian 
schools. Nor am 
I aware if it was 
the intention of Harold L. Weir 
Professor Rothney to condemn 
that version or to laud it. Indeed, 
the merits or demerits of the 
French-Canadian version of Cana- 
dian history do not concern me at 
all, 

What does concern me is the very 
plain inference, which is fot 
denied, that there is a wide dif- 
ference between the version of 
Canadian history taught to French- 
Canadians in Quebec and the ver- 
sions taught to other Canadian chil- 
dren elsewhere. 

And that difference concerns me 
very deeply because I am utterly

Butter Produced 
Shows Decline 
For Last Month 


Creamery butter production in 
Alberta in September was down 
6.7 per cent to 3,714,614 pounds, 
compared to 3,981,627 pounds pro- 
duced in the same month of 1942, 
D. H. McCallum, dairy commis- 
sioner for the provincial govern- 
ment, reported Wednesday. “The 
production of dairy products 
during September was somewhat 


disappointing, with creamery 
butter production showing a de- 
crease over 1942 figures, and 
cheese down 25.1 per cent as com- 
pared to the same month of 

1942,” the commissioner said. 

Northern Alberta produced 1,714,- 
235 pounds of butter last month, 
compared to 1,833,682 pounds a 
year ago; Central Alberta, 1,355,961 
pounds, a 7.8 per cent. decrease. 
and Southern Alberta, 644,418 
pounds, a 4.9 per cent. drop over 
last year, 

January-September butter pro- 
duction for the province totals 32,- 
205,726 pounds produced, a 5.8 per 
cent. increase over the 30,453,462 
pounds made in the corresponding 
months of 1942, « 

All-Canadian production for Sep- 
tember was up four per cent to 
32,830,481 pounds produced. For the 
January-September period, Cana- 
dian figures stand at 258,438,028 
pounds produced, a 13.5 per cent 
increase over the same months last 
year. 


CHEESE OUTPUT 

Factory cheese made in Alberta 
totalled 237,723 pounds produced in 
September, compared to 317,493 
pounds produced in the same 
month last year. The all-Canadian 
cheese figure is down 7.6 per cent, 
to 23,404,691 pounds manufactured 
in the month, 

January-Seplember cheese pro- 
duction in the province is down 37.5 
per cent. to 2,080,932 pounds made 
in the province this year. The all- 
Canadian figure is down 23.9 per 
cent for the same period, with 128,- 
538,166 pounds manufactured. 

Creamery butter stocks in Alberta 
at Oct. 1, 1943, were 30.9 per cent. 
higher than at the same time last 
year, with 5,976,853 pounds stored. 
The Canadian total in storage at 
Oct. 1 was 78,901,142 pounds, 48.3 
per cent. more thar at Oct. 1, 1942. 

Mr. MeCallum says threshing is 
now practically completed in most 
districts, and dairy cattle wil! have 
an opportunity to pasture in the 
stubble fields to a greater extent 
than was the case during the fall 
of 1942, and this shouid increase 
production during October,

The fat child is so often the 
butt of cruel jokes from play- 
mates, who have no inhibitions 
about pointing out his weakest 
points that when | see a fat boy 
or girl waddling along | fell it to 
be a condition parents dare not 
ignore. 

Sometimes this obesity is solely a 
matter of diet. The child has be- 
come a prodigfous eater because 
eating well was considered by the 
family to be an admirable thing to 
do. Because excessive fat makes the 
child less dispossed to active exer- 
cise and “strenuous games, eating 
becomes aif end to itself, an amuse- 
ment as well as a means of nourish- 
ment. 

There are families whose meta- 
bolism makes it possible for them to 
store economically every mouthful 
of foud eaten, It is quite probable 
for the poor, fat child to feel that 
he eats no more than other children, 
solely because he makes such good 
use of what he eats. | 

A sluggishly-functioning thyroid 
gland may be the under-lying rea- | 
son why the child piles up fat, | 
despite a sensible diet. In such case | 
the physician may feel it necessary | 
to give glandular treatment along 
with diet so the food will be burned 
up more nimbly. 

The morale of the fat child— 
though he looks so good-natured— 
may suffer under the burdens of 
feeling himself a ridiculous sight 
and of being inadequate in games 
and sports, 

In such a situation the child 
shuns children, stays close to adults 
who are considerate of his feelings, 
or makes himself satisfied with one 
loyal friend, Neither solution will 
aid his development in sociability. 

Treatment for the excessively 
fat child under the age of puberty 
(after which the fat may seem to 
melt away), consists of diet, prob- 
ably combined with glandular 
medicines and an encouragement 
to more active yemes as ‘well as 
exercise, 

If this three-pronged assault upon | 
fat is successful the child will suf- 
fer no psychic scars because of his 
early fatness,
